In the ancient places on the 
earth, where man first was, and 
where recorded history first be- 
gan, that which brings a sense 
of awe and excitement to the trav- 
eler is the sight of cities dead 
now for thousands of years. There 
is a stirring of the mind, too, in 
seeing their ruins in deserts, 
knowing that once there were 
fields and vineyards, wells, 
aqueducts and irrigation streams 

that once caravans came 
laden with spices and foods—that 
once children ran and played— 
where now are ruins and desert. 


Where Crops Grew 


One can find them—the filled-in 
wells; stretches of painstakingly 
made aqueducts; deep-dug cis- 
terns, and old terraces where 
crops grew. 


Flying over the reaches of 
Syria, Lebanon, Jordan, Israel, 
North Africa—one can see the 
remains of irrigation patterns. 


One can drive southward out of 
Israel’s Beersheba and find ruins 
of cities which once flourished as 
bustling urban centers on the 
great caravan routes. 


The Romans were great colo 
nists, irrigationists, and builders 
of roads and cities. (Standing on 
a stretch of road built a few hun- 
dred years before Christ, one 
meditates that a really honest 
road hasn't been built since the 
time of the Romans.) 


Nothing strikes the traveler 
more forcibly than the fact that 
vast amounts of land, now desert, 
once were fertile, cultivated. 


In-«Syria and the Lebanon the 
Romans cultivated land inland for 
150 miles which today is desert. 
So abundant was its production 
of small grains, or corn, that 
much of it annually was exported 
to ieed crowded, hungry Rome. 


“What happened?” I asked of 
an archeologist. 


“They cut the trees,”’ he said, 
“and they began early. You re- 
call Solomon sending men to.cut 
the cedars of Lebanon. He sént 
three sets of 10,000 men each. 


Wood Cutters 


“Ancient Egypt had thousands 
of wood cutters on the Lebanon 
mountains and carried on a huge 
lumber export business 5,000 years 
ago,” he said. 


“Cedars of Lebanon went into 
Solomon’s temple on Jerusalem’s 
high hills. And cedars of Leb- 
anon were built into the palaces 
of kings in Persepolis, a thou- 
sand miles from where they were 
cut. The Romans continued the 
destruction. Their chief lumber 
port was Baniyas (or Banias). 
Even in their time the trade 
declined to nothing because 
all the timber within reach of it 
had been cut... oh, how the 
ancients cut trees . . . and they 
never planted a seedling—” 


‘‘And then,”’ he said, ‘‘the winds 
came and blew the treeless soil. 
And the seasonal rains washed the 
soil from the slopes and tore 
great canyons in the valleys and 
the goats and sheep came, with 
their cutting feet . . . and when 
the land about the cities was dead 
the cities died.” 


“We haven't learned yet,” he 
said. é 


And, of course, we have not. 


In great, rich, surplus Amer- 
ica, where vast amounts of wheat, 
corn, rye and oats are stored in 
government granaries; where we 
have too much butter, too many 
potatoes, too much cotton—even 
here we have been shaken out of 
our complacency. 


Suddenly, in the midst of too 
- much, a fear begins to gnaw. 


Great cities tremble and see 
that if pollution of streams isn’t 
halted there will not be enough 
water to drink. More.and more 
farm land is given over to indus- 
try and-the pressure grows on 
what is left.

DOUGLAS—Segregation-at-all-cost forces outvoted 
local option advocates 4-3 in this Coffee County seat 
Monday in a rip-snorting Eighth Congressional District 
hearing held by the Sibley committee.

Discarding his usual printed re- 
marks, he made the simplest yet 
most detailed explanation of the 
local option plan he has yet out- 
lined. 


Under a U.S. Court ruling in 
Kansas, he declared, ‘“‘The public 
schools by choice ... can be 
maintained separately.” 


Under local option, he explained, 
segregation is legal as long as it 
is not challenged in a given school 
system.

Constitution Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON—Southerners scored three more 
victories Monday in the congressional battle over civil 
rights legislation on both sides of Capitol Hill. 


$8 Million 
Borrowed by 
City Schools 


Atlanta schools Monday bor- 
rowed $8.1 million dollars, the 
largest single amount in history, 
to operate city schools until tax 


money begins rolling in in July. 


The money insures continued 
and uninterrupted operation of 
the citys schools as long as they 
are conducted as required by 
Georgia law—that is, segregated. 


Edward R. Holley, comptroller 
for city schools, said it appeared 
the loan might be gotten with 
less red tape now than later. He 
would not comment on the possi- 
bility that banks might shy away 
from a substantial loan if the 
schools were faced by an integra- 
tion crisis at the time the applica- 
tion for a loan was filed. 

The First National, Fulton and 
C. & S. National banks and the 
Trust Company of Georgia made 
the loan, each advancing a fourth 
of the amount asked, Holley said.

For purposes of this definition, 
unmarried may mean one who 
has never married, or a widow or 
widower whose spouse died prior 
to the tax year. Persons who are 
separated under a decree of di- 
vorce or separate maintenance 


are also considered unmarried 
for purposes of this definition. 


2. You must have maintained 
as your home a household which 
was occupied as the principal 
place of abode by your child or 
children, one of their descend- 
ants, or a stepchild or stepchil- 
dren. For example, you will meet 
this test if you used your house- 
hold as the home for your grand- 
child. ° 


This test may also be met by 
maintaining a home for your par- 
ent or parents. In this case the 
home need not be in your house-

NEW YORK (UPI)—The lead- 
ers of reborn West Germany and 
the new Jewish state of Israel 
met for the first time Monday 
and symbolically slammed the 
door on the Nazi-inspired era of 
hate that divided their peoples. 


Chancellor Adenauer, 84, and 
Israeli Premier Ben-Gurion, 73, 
each a longtime admirer of the 
otner, shook hands warmly to 
open the historic two-hour meet- 
ing. 


Adenauer said he was “deeply 
moved.’’ Ben-Gurion said Aden- 
auer had confirmed his belief that 
“the Germany of today is not the 
Germany of yesterday.”” He ad- 
ded that his people could not for- 
get the blood-bath of Hitler’s Ger- 
many. 


“But we remember the past, not 
in order to brood upon it, but in 
order that it shall never recur,” 
Ben-Gurion said. 


Observers said that the meeting 
could lead to the establishment of 
full diplomatic relations between 
the two countries. Ben-Gurion 
often has indicated he favors this, 
but public opinion in Israel so 
far has prevented it. 


The unprecedented meeting oc- 
curred in the Waldorf-Astoria ho- 
tel, where both men are staying 
on separate missions. As 
younger man, Ben-Gurion, obsery- 
ing the rules of protocol, went 
down two floors from his 37th 
floor suite to Adenauer’s quarters. 


Adenauer said he had long ad- 
mired Ben-Gurion’s ‘‘statesman- 
ship and steadfastness as_ the 
chief architect of modern Israel 
and its remarkable development’.

Mail Thieves 


CHICAGO (UPI)—Two postal 
inspectors were shot and killed 
outside the city’s main post office 
Monday night while apparently 
pursuing mail thieves. 


Police immediately ordered a 
full search of the area for three 
men, believed to have been the 
mail thieves the postal’ inspectors 
were chasing. 


Both inspectors died before 
reaching a nearby hospital. They 
were identified as Ben Spizzeri 
and John P. McAuliffe. 


Police said all available per- 
sonnel from both the detective 
and homicide bureaus had been 
dispatched to the hunt. 


They said it appeared that the 

shooting occurred after the postal 
inspectors had arrested the three 
thieves. The postal agents had 
followed the three, who earlier 
had placed stolen mailbags in a 
car. 
The postal agents stopped the 
thieves’ car, seized both the men 
and the mailbags. While getting 
into the inspectors’ car, the 
thieves apparently broke loose 
and the shooting followed.

Decisive Moment 


At Hand for GEA 


This is GEA week in Atlanta and 
Georgia. Tomorrow. several thousand 
teachers, administrators and other school 
officials arrive to participate in a pro- 
gram which in every way promises to 
be outstanding. 

In the background, of course, will be 
the impending school crisis. No doubt 
there will be discussions of it because of 
all groups none are more directly con- 
cerned than those charged with respon- 
sibility for public education. In that con- 
nection, a memorandum from former 
GEA President Jim Cherry, superin- 
tendent of DeKalb County Schools, to 
GEA officials, local unit presidents, su- 
perintendents and others assures action of 
one kind or another. 

Mr. Cherry thinks the GEA should 
take a stand now to help prevent inter- 
ruption of the school program. His plea 
in part read as follows: 


“The issue is ‘open schools versus closed 
schools.’ The crisis is here. The time for ac- 
tion is now. 

“A lack of leadership has tragic implica- 
tions for the children of Georgia and their 
parents and teachers. It is time for the lead- 
ership of the Georgia Education Assn. and 
the constitutional school officials to reaffirm 
their support of the public school system and 
uffimterrupted education for all Georgia chil- 
dren. 

“The decision of the Supreme Court of 
May 17, 1954, is a fact. It will control the 
= on questions of segregation in the 

lic schools. While I deplore this situation, 
I Rm, as other school officials, 
witli the problems created by it. 

“The ruling of U.S. Judge Frank Hooper 
in*the Atlanta case leaves the initiative with 
the representatives of the people of Georgia. 
If the political representatives of the people 
fail*to solve the problems confronting the 
public schools, those of us who believe in the 
traditions and customs of Georgia will be 
reBlaced at the ballot box by the votes of 
iraté citizens seeking a leadership willing 
ang able to find a way to operate public 
schools. 

“{t is impractical and contrary to existing 
faets to assume that private schools sup- 
ported by tuition grants from the state would 
be* able to provide for the education of all 
of the future citizens of Georgia... . 

“One million Georgia children face the 
very feal possibility of having their class- 
r locked. . . . Many Georgia counties 

“have no integration problem. What is to 
be" gained from destroying the public school

nuniber of schools? .. .” 


“Mr. Cherry will offer a resolution 
asking the GEA to go on record for free 
and~ open schools, equal and separate 
scHpols on the basis of common consent 
and pupil placement, local option and 
parent choice and united efforts for an 
adéquate education program for each 
Georgia child. 

It will be interesting to note what 
action the GEA takes. Certainly believ- 
ers’in public schools such as Jim Cherry 
hope it will not be passive acceptance of 
the way of locked classrooms.

Atlanta and 
other Georgia cities remain favorite tar- 
gets for the latter because of the absence 
of an adequate auto title law. 

Even so, the Atlanta squad believes 
that the number of auto larcenies here 
could be reduced by 75 per cent if own- 
ers take proper precautions.

Want To Build a City? 
New Yorkers Will Try 


Growth of our cities is obvious to all 
who look about them in any urban 
area. New York, however, now provides 
the nation with its most exciting and dra- 
matic illustration of urban growth. 

Plans have been announced to create 
within New York City limits a new com- 
munity the size of Des Moines, Iowa. The 


population of that thriving Midwest city 


is about 220,000. 

The private-development project will 
cost $1,250,000,000. It is planned for 
Breezy Point, a 3%4-mile peninsula ex- 
tending into the Atlantic Ocean south of 
Brooklyn in the borough of Queens. The 
project will include 12 self-contained 
neighborhoods, complete with schools, 
churches, cultural centers and modern 
apartment buildings housing 60,000 
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families, or an estimated 220,000 persons. 
The land was purchased for $17,200,000. 
Master plans will be made. Ground- 
breaking is scheduled for next spring. 

The gravest problem of today and to- 
morrow is not the farmer but the cities. 
They include most of the population. 
They provide the markets. They cannot 
find revenues to support growing popu- 
lations and the consequent demand for 
services. The states, still in the grip of 
legislators who are from rural areas with 
rural interests, are unwilling to aid the 
cities—which pay the big tax bills. Con- 
gress has been equally unimaginative. 
There must be state and federal aid in 
solving the urban problems inherent in 
an industrial civilization.

The plain fact is we could just 
as well use the equation in the 
other direction—to slow down and 
perhaps even completely halt 
Communist domination attempts 
throughout the free world. 


In any event, unless we make 
strong attempts in that direction, 
we may just as well start learning 
the Communist Manifesto because 
it is inevitable that we will some- 
day live under its doctrines. 

Time and time again we have 
seen in clearly defined outlines 
that the Kremlin will never let 
the cold war die or even get close 
to it. When we solve a problem, 
usually by giving the Russians 
sorne concession or other, they 
burn midnight oil in the Kremlin 
dreaming up our next problem and 
a concession they want when we 
solve the problem they create.

Excess School Districts 
Waste Educational Funds 


Understandably many Americans are sincerely worried over what 
they consider to be the danger of ultimate federal control of the 
schools if United States aid on any substantial scale is voted. That 
prospect is not particularly bright at this time. 


But while another failure to ap- 
prove federal aid will relieve 
those troubled about control, it 
will not settle the financial diffi- 
culties of many areas now unable 
to provide an adequate _ school 
system. 

We are accustomed to thinking 
of this problem perhaps too nar- 
rowly as one-of somehow digging 
up more cash. 


Yet it is becoming increasingly 


‘apparent that some things can be 


done, of vital importance, which 
involve not the raising but the 
saving of money. 

Foremost among these is the 
redistricting of school systems in 
many places. It is hard to esti- 
mate how much money might :be 
saved; it could be an immense 
sum. 

The progressive businessmen’s 
research organization, the Com- 
mittee for Economic Develop- 
ment, declares in a recent 
thoughtful study that the present 
45,000. school districts could well 
be consolidated into something 
less than 10,000. 

Most of those today are of ob- 
viously wasteful size. Some 30,- 
000 have less than 50 students per 
district. With good sense it argues 


; 


that schools in such districts are 
doomed to inferiority. 

Only 2,000 school systems have 
as many as 3,000 students and 
less than 3,000 systems more 
have as many as 1,200 students 
each. Yet educators agree that a 
complete school program can 
hardly be operated with. much 
less than 2,000 students. 

Not only would the quality of 
schooling be vastly improved by 
the welding together in sensible 
units of these thousands of tiny 
districts. Senseless duplication of 
administrative personnel would 
end, as would reliance on outmod- 


ed, inefficient, even unsafe build- 


ings. 

Wherever possible the admin- 
istrative and other overhead bur- 
dens of.the schools should be even 
further centralized to premote 
economies. Much effort can be 
consolidated, including the pur- 
chasing of school 
and operation supplies like coal, 
food and so on. 

In an age when we are scratch- 
ing so painfully for means just to 
keep our overtaxed schools oper- 


ating at minimum or worse lev- 


els, there can- be no justification. 
for keeping in being a school set- 


_ up of the horse-and-buggy era.

Nixon also fared well in New 
Hampshire.

Have you ever heard a person say, 
doesn’t matter too much what you believe;

It isn’t New Hampshire alone 
which gives Sen. Kennedy his 
near-decisive lead for the nom- 
ination. He is doing well on every 
front. 


He is gaining strength among 
the party leaders. He took the 
whole Ohio delegation by threat- 
ening to enter the primary against 
Gov. Michael DiSalle and in- 
sured getting half or more of the 
big California delegation by prom- 
ising not to enter the primary 
against Gov. Pat Brown. 

He is gaining strength in the 
public opinion polls. The latest 
Gallup report shows that he has 
drawn even with Nixon after 
trailing the vice president for six 
months. In January Gallup 
showed Nixon 53 per cent, Ken- 
nedy 47. Last week it was 50-50. 

He is exhibiting strength with 
the voters. With a total of 42,000 
votes, Kennedy received 9,000 
more votes than the combined 
vote of Sen. Kefauver and Presi- 
dent Truman in the contested 
1952 primary and more than twice 
as many as Sen. Kefauver won 
in the uncontested 1956 primary. 


If Sen. Kennedy wins signally 
over Sen. Humphrey in the Wis- 
consin primary April 5, there may 
be by convention time as little 
uncertainty about the Democrat- 
ic nomination as there is now 
about the Republican.

A schoolroom remains so constant over, the 
years despite all the apparent changes, 


swift superficial changes: 


the merciless yanks hte ne 
and surges of time. It’s always rather like going home. The black:

Denounced 


Preston Defends 


Savannah Facility 


From Press Dispatches 


WASHINGTON — Rep. Preston 
(D-Ga) said Monday that it 
would be “utterly inconceivable”’ 


for the U.S. Public Health Serv- : 


ice to close its Savannah, Ga., 
hospital. 


“It is unthinkable,”’ Preston 
said, ‘that they would leave an 
area as large as from Newport 
to New Orleans without a hos- 
pital.” 


Health, Education and Welfare 
Secretary Flemming, in testimony 
before a house appropriations 
subcommittee, said the depart- 
ment was considering closing the 
107-bed hospital. 


NO DECISION 


However, Flemming said that 
no “firm decision has been 
made” after six months of study. 


If the hospital were closed, ‘‘the 
people in the Savannah area would 
be served either in New Orleans 
or at Norfolk, and possibly there 
would be a distribution between 
the two.”’ 


Flemming said the Savannah 
hospital was the only one under 
consideration for closing. 


DESCRIBED AS ABSURD 


Preston, a member of the full 
House Appropriations Committee 
but not the subcommittee, said, 
“I predict that they are not going 
to close the hospital. The subcom- 
mittee will not recommend closing 
the facility, but will recommend 
keeping it open.” 


Preston added that ‘‘as a mat- 
ter of fact, what we are entitled 
to is a new hospital.” 


He described Flemming’s com- 
ments about the possibility of 
sending Savannah patients to U.S. 
hospitals in Norfolk or New Or- 
leans as “‘absurd,”’ declaring that 
‘‘a good many of our people would 
probably die en route to those far- 
off places.”” He explained that 
many cases handled by the Public 
Health Service hospital here are 
of emergency nature.

State Orders Bids 
On Airport Road 


First work on Atlanta’s airport connector and a 
project in conjunction with the Atlanta circumferential 
route will be included in contract bids to be received by 
the State Highway department March 25. 


The department said Monday it 
expects to receive bids on federal 
and state aid projects throughout 
the state totaling an estimated 
$4.6 million. 


The largest single contract to 
be let will be for more than a 
mile and a half of grading and 
asphaltic concrete paving on a 
four-lane connector running south 
of Red Oak between U.S. 29 and 
a point of junction with construc- 
tion now in progress on the At- 
lanta circumferential route south- 
east of Red Oak. 


The airport connector contract 
covers .230 miles of four-lane as- 
phaltic concrete roadway and a 
grade separation structure neces- 
sary to carry Virginia avenue 
over the four-lane airport access 
road, plus the necessary access 
and egress ramps for the inter- 
change. 


Meanwhile, Highway board 
member Robert Jordan told the 
ninth annual Georgia Highway 
Conference at Georgia Tech Mon- 
day that the department plans a 
new traffic study to determine 
what Atlanta’s needs will be in 
another 20 years. 


The study, to begin April 1, has 
been recommended by local 
planners. 


In addition to the two big Ful- 
ton County projects for which 
bids will be received March 25, 
the department expects bids on 
two federal-aid primary projects, 
six federal-aid secondary and 23 
state-aid projects in 33 Georgia 
counties. 


These contracts include: 


Two projects in Gwinnett Coun- 
ty, 3.435 miles of grading and 
paving and one bridge on the Nor- 
cross-Lilburn road, beginning at 
Interstate 85 and ending at State 
Route 8 (a federal aid contract) 
and 3.679 miles of grading and 
paving the New Hope Church- 
Lawrenceville road, beginning at 
State Route 120 and extending 
west (a state aid contract).

‘The dependent in this case must 
be a son, stepson, daughter or 
stepdaughter. ) 


Having met the qualifications, 
you are entitled to full ‘income 
splitting’’ benefits for the first 
two tax years after the year in 
which the spouse died. These 
benefits are derived by filing a 
joint return just as if your spouse 
were still alive. 

YOUR ADVANTAGE 

You will lose your “surviving 
spouse’’ benefits by remarrying 
or by filing on Form 1040A.

13 Negroes 
Convicted 
In Sitdown 


By United Press International 

Thirteen Negroes were con- 
victed on trespassing charges in 
Virginia and North Carolina 
courts Monday as Negro protests 
against Southern segregation cus- 
toms ran into stiffening legal bar- 
riers. 


Also 35 “sitdown’’ demonstra- 
tors pleaded innocent to charges 
of disturbing the peace in Florida 
and trial was set for Friday. 

Eleven of the Negroes were con- 
victed in Petersburg, Va., city 
court and two in city court in Ra- 
leigh, N.C., where some 250 Ne- 
gro students prayed on the steps 
of the State Capitol Sunday for 
help in their fight against segre- 
gation,

Attorneys for 41 other Negroes 
on trespass charges said they 
wanted more time to talk to their 
clients and Raleigh City Judge Al- 
bert Doub set March 28 for hear- 
ing these cases. 


Doub fined Thomas Alexander 
Hairston and George Samuel, both 
students of Shaw University, a 
Negro school at Raleigh, $10 each 
for trespassing on privately owned 
sidewalks of a shopping center 
during a demonstration, The stu- 
dents gave notice of appeal and 
were released under $25 bond 
each. 


At Greensboro, N.C., two white 
men received 8-month suspended 
sentences for assaulting a Negro 
student during a lunch counter 
protest at a Woolworth store Feb. 
6. Additionally, James C. Palmer, 
49, was fined $50 and Lawrence 
Ashley, $25. 

BOYCOTT URGED 

Meanwhile, five pickets marched 
in front of a Woolworth store at 
Flint, Mich., in what the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People called a dem- 
onstration against lunch counter 
discrimination in the South. 


In New York 500 Hunter College 
students staged a rally on their 
Bronx campus protesting treat- 
ment of Negro students in the 
South. Petitions were circulated 
calling for a national boycott of 
department store chains that prac- 
tice segregation at lunch coun- 
ters. 

Jackie Robinson, Negro business 
executive and former baseball 
star, told the students ‘‘You are 
doing in my opinion one of the 
greatest services in our country 
today.’”’ He urged continued sup- 
port of Southern Negro students. 

Two Negro college students 
were arrested at Columbia, S.C., 
after they took seats at a white 
lunch counter at a drug store 
and sought services. The brief 
demonstration was the first in the 
city in more than a week.

The bidding was reasonable. 
North scraped together every as- 
set to squeeze out the opening one 
heart bid, but in view of his assets 
In the major suits, his action is 
not disapproved by us. South 
temporized with one spadé and 
when this respofise received an 
immediate raise from his partner, 
he was off to the races. His Black- 
wood inquiry elicited a response 
of five hearts, accounting for all 
the aces. When South started his 
search for kings he found that 
the cupboard was bare, 


East decided to double at this 
point inasmuch as it appeared to 
him that a club lead was desired. 
However, we do not concur with 
East’s call, for a diamond lead 
might prove to be a superior 
choice and in our opinion West 
should be given leeway to make 
his own selection. 


South returned to six spades 
and East, who was by now in 
the doubling mood, repeated his 
previous call. If his initial double 
appears questionable, then the 
second one may be labeled a 
major indiscretion. 


The opening club lead was taken 
in the dummy and a heart was 
led to declarer’s king. A low trump 
to the ten put dummy in to ruff 
a heart with the ace of spades. 
Now another spade was led to 
the jack drawing East’s last 
trump. The ace of hearts was 
cashed and a diamond discarded. 
When West showed out of hearts 
declarer saw that he could not 
establish that suit, but that by 
stripping out the hand and then 
throwing East into the lead at 
the right moment he could induce 
a favorable return. 


He therefore ruffed a heart in 
his hand, ruffed a club in dummy 
and then led the last heart. East 
was permitted to hold the trick 
with his queen of hearts as South 
discarded a diamond. East now 
had the unhappy choice of either 
leading away from his king of 
diamonds or else giving declarer 
a ruff and discard in clubs.

us should recognize the full sert- 
ousness of the disease, It is @ 


killer and, unless it is treated, 
it is certainly a cfrippler, causing 
all sorts of conditions which re- 
semble the effects of other dis- 
eases. This disease, and let’s not 
deceive ourselves about it, is one 
of the most numefous of those 
which must be regarded as public 
health problems. If you don't 
avoid it, at least treat it ade- 
quately and promptly. 


Ts the Wassermann test always 
correct? Not always, but usually. 
There is a so-called “false posi- 
tive’’ which occurs in about 2 
per cent of the cases tested. This 
false positive is usually tempo- 
rary, and due to some illness other 
than syphilis. Recently newer and 
more accurate tests have béen 
devised, one being the so-called 
RPCF test. 


Anyway, fot most practical pur- 
poses the patient had better be- 
lieve what the test Says and not 
be deluded by the hope that it is 
a “false positive.” 


Ordinarily, the blood test be- 
comes negative in from four to 
eight months after adequate treat- 
ment. This applies to “early” 
cases, Meaning cases that have 
existed for less than four years. 
(It is best by far, of course, to 
begin treatment at once.) 


In “late’’ cases, which have 
gone four years or more without 
treatment, the blood test may re- 
main positive for life. This does 
not mean that the disease re- 
quires more treatment, however. 
A negative spinal test (test of the 
spinal fluid) means that the dis- 
ease is not active. 


I want to emphasize that with 
all the laboratory tests now avail- 
able, diagnosis of syphilis can be 
difficult. There is no absolute 
“‘true-or-false”’ test. But tests, 
qualified by good judgment, will 
give the right answer in virtually 
all cases. Don’t try to fool your-

3. Support local option and par- 
ent choice where equal and sepa- | 
rate school placement is violated. | 


4. Call for united efforts for a 
fully adequate education program 
for each Georgia child, regardless 
of where he lives. 


The other subject deals with 
teacher salaries. Frank M. 
Hughes, executive secretary of 


GEA, has gone on record for a 
“grass roots” political campaign 
to elect representatives ‘‘friendly”’ 
to the idea of higher pay for 
teachers and others who are in 
their camp. 
5,000 EXPECTED 

“Politicians can not overlook a 
total of 24,000 voters—the number 
of teachers there are in Georgia,”’ 
Hughes said at a recent meeting

Bright Child Needs 
Challenge, Discipline 


Q. I have heard that child 
prodigies ‘‘burn themselves out” 
in their early years and are 
prey to failure in their later 
ones. Is this true? Mrs. C.G.P., 
Detroit. 


A. You are not the first per- 
son who has heard that bright 
children come to a bad end, 
Mrs. C.G.P. Nor the only one 
who wonders if that old wives’ 
tale has basis in fact. But what 
actually happens to a bright 
youngster seems to be this: He 
becomes a bright adult. 


Not long ago 1,500 adults rated 
as ‘‘gifted’’ when they were 
children were tested once again. 
Here is what results of those 
tests showed: 


1. Those adults who showed 
promise as youngsters scored 
as high on intelligence tests 
at 35 as they did when they 
were young. They were, as a 
group, in good health—physical- 
ly and mentally. Eighty-four 
per cent of the people in the 
group were married and seemed 
content with their lives. 


2. About 70 per cent had been 


graduated from college. Only 
30 per cent, though, had been 
graduated with honors. A few 
had flunked out. But nearly half 
of those who had, returned to 
be graduated. 


3. Eighty per cent of the men 
were in one of the professions, 
or in business executive or 
semiprofessional jobs. Women 
who were still single had office, 
business and professional occu- 
pations. 


But a bright child may pose 
certain problems. While he is 
not likely to “burn himself out,” 
he may come close to “burn- 
ing his parents out.” He is 
given to constant conversation, 
incessant questions. His ques- 
tions are more difficult to an- 
swer than those of the average 
child. 


To fulfill his promise — and 
allow his parents some peace— 
a bright child should be given 
considerable challenge com- 
bined with consistent discipline. 
He should, for example, be held 
to rules for homework lest he 
neglect tedious work and get by 
on wit and general knowledge.

This incident took place in 1958 after the 
United States had regained the Davis Cup in 
Australia. 


Yank hero Alex Olmedo decided to sharpen 
his tennis game by playing an exhibition with 
world champion Pancho Gonzales, then on a tour 
of Down Under. The score was locked at 7-7 
when the two agreed to a rest. 


No wearer of false modesty, Olmedo reminded . 


Gonzales of the score with a flippant remark 
along the I'm-just-an-amateur-but-look-what-I-did 
line. 


Gonzales, said to have dollar marks in place 
of retinas, gave Olmedo a cold stare. ‘Listen, 
sonny,” he said, ‘‘you'd be surprised how much 
tougher I get when there’s money on the line.” 


“Sonny” is growing up fast. Now a member 
of the Jack Kramer professional troupe, he has 
discovered in Gonzales a man who lives up to his 
word. There is no one tougher with dollars on 
the line. 


The incident in 1958 is different only in the 
scene and the date. Gonzales had warned all 
rookies with like admonitions. 


Last year he told Australians Ashley Cooper 
and Mal Anderson in these words: “I want you 
fellows to know which way the ball bounces. You 
may not win a match from me all year.” 


They didn’t.

When 
a champion doesn’t win, the officials say there’s 
something wrong. They don’t give other players 
credit for beating the champion.” 


The pros accept part of Olmedo’s explanation. 
At the same time, they say he is growing up, 
grasping better control of his moods.

THEY CELEBRATE WHEN IT’S BUZZARD DAY IN HINCKLEY

If you are a duck or goose hunter, you may be 


well acquainted with “bluebird” days. I’m sure 
there are other bird days, too, but I’ve come 


across a new one. I understand 
it has been going for some time. 
It’s just that us backswoodsmen 
down here in this neck of the 
swamp didn’t get the message. 
Sunday is Buzzard day. No kid- 
din’! 

The outfit who called it to our 
attention was the National Audu- 
bon Society, a world-wide or- 
ganization which devotes itself 
to the interests of all birds. They 
do a mighty fine job of looking 
out for the welfare of our feath- 


ered population, without which our country would 
be much poorer than it is now. 


It’s not Buzzard day everywhere, so you won't 
be required to tip your hat to every cruising vul- 
ture you see riding the wind currents far up in 
the sky. It’s a sort of localized tradition, which 
culminates in a big shindig by the folks up wonder 
in Hinckley, Ohio. 


To those citizens, says the Audubon Society, 
“these big, black birds with the naked heads and 
peculiar appetites, mean the return of spring, hot- 
cakes and sausage, bargains in the stores and 
dancing in the streets.”’ They didn’t say what the 
sausages would be made of. 


The report is that the buzzards come back to 
Hinckley each spring, just as the swallows come 
to Capistrano. The big birds show up on the same 


date each year—that day being March 15th—to be- 
gin preparations for home-making and rearing 
their young in the rugged rock ledges overlooking 
Hinckley Lake. 


“They perch in trees atop the ledges, hang 
their heads and stare expectantly with baleful 
eyes at all local creatures, including the residents 
of Hinckley. Refusing to be intimidated, however, 
the Hinckleyites have made the return of the buz- 
zards an occasion for celebration. Visitafs come 
for miles around to stare back at the vultures 
while assauging their own appetites with flapjacks 
and sausage (Ugh-h-h!) served by the local Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The merchants run special 
events and for all it is a day of festival and fun.” 


Last year, it is said, some 25,000 buzzard 
watchers turned out to watch the 70-odd buzzards 
and a good time was had by all, including the 


woman who fell off one of the ledges and broke 
her leg. 


Now appears a doubt in somebody's mind 
about the faithfulness of the buzzards. They've al- 
ways been on schedule, but with all this weather 
we've been having, the city fathers thought it 
might be wise to put eff the celebration for five 
days, just in the event the birds decide to show 
up late this year. What, for goodness sake, would 
a buzzard shindig be without buzzards? 


So the date has been set for March 20th. in- 
stead of the usual 15th, just to be on the safe side, 
and the so-called ‘“‘Buzzar” will take place next 
Sunday.

Begets the 
Big Fish

That’s no fish story. It’s the 
truth and thousands of Georgia 
sportsmen around Macon and all 
over Georgia know it. 


Pond fishing in private lakes is 
comparable to preserve shooting 
and is the mark of progressive 
outdoor life throughout Georgia. 
With people moving from the 
town to the city and the city mov- 
ing to the town, is has been nec- 
essary to construct small lakes 
on private property. 


“There are three reasons for 
private lakes and construction of 
man-made lakes,’’ Game and Fish 
Department Publicity Director 
Bob Short said Monday in Atlanta. 


“First, the federal govern- 
ment helps construct the ponds 
as watersheds for water con- 
servation. Second, the _ state 
helps individuals in_ building 
ponds for the watering of live- 
stock. 


“And, third, the Game and 
Fish Department aids private 
lakes for the additional fishing it 
brings to the people. Georgia has 
as many small lakes as any state 
for fishermen—some 40,000.” 


Down in Waycross around the 
Okefenokee swamp there is a so- 
cial engagement held sometimes, 
which involves the private ponds. 
They call it ‘‘pond-cutting.” 

The New York Times’ John W. 
Randolph, who conducts a regular 
column, Wood, Field and Stream, 
describes pond-cutting as “an 
event with political, social, die- 
tary and recreational implica- 
tions, to say nothing of sport.” | 

A cutting happens when the 

owner of a pond or small lake 
decides to cut his dam and 


drain his pond. People descend 
on the water-less bottom and 


grab up the fish—then they 
usually throw a big fish fry for 
some local politico.
